rTMHE British Institute of Manage-

We do 
not consider these always to be 
sufficient and we suggest that the 
F.D.C. should seriously consider 
a research which will be taken 
right into the consumer’s own 
home. 
*% The section which deals 
with the Comparative Costs 
Scheme is quite interesting and 
in some parts significant. It 
appears to show for instance that 
in some sections of the furniture 
industry firms have failed to set 
their selling prices sufficiently 
high to cover all their costs. For 
instance it is seen that the value 
of production set out by makers 
of occasional furniture is slightly 
less than their actual costs. 

The same table reveals an 
interesting fact about the cost of 
materials. In the Census of 
Production this was shown at 
from 48 to 50 per cent. The 
more up-to-date F.D.C. pilot 
scheme reveals that the figure for 
all firms has now reached 54.7 
per cent, with upholstery at 59 
per cent. This clearly suggests 
that further research should be 
made by the Council into the

Nearly Trebled 


EPORTS that there has been a 
marked increase in the volume 
of plywood imports are borne out 
by the latest Board of Trade figures 
These show that plywood imports 
during May alone at 1,151,459 cu. ft 
approached the total for the first 
five months of 1953—1,541,430 cu. ft 
For the first five months of this year, 
plywood imports reached a level of 
4,347,162 cu. ft. Of this amount, no 
less than 2,148,739 cu. ft. were 
imported from Finland In the 
corresponding period last year ply 
wood imports from Finland amounted 
to only 770,637 cu. ft. Marked ex 
pansion is also shown in the figures 
relating to plywood imports from 
the other producing areas

fact emerges, how 
ever, from a study of the latest 
stock position. Notwithstanding the 
fact that plywood imports into the 
U.K. in the first five months of this 
year show such a welcome and sub 
stantial expansion, it is apparent 
that these imports are moving into 
almost immediate consumption and 
there is little provision for laying up 
stock reserves. This does not mean 
that there has been a sudden and 
dramatic increase in the use of ply 
wood. It simply means that the big 
plywood-using industries, notably 
the furniture trade, which were 
starved of the plywood they required 
in the right grading 
during the years of 1 riction 
replenished their stocks at the 
beginning of the year and are 
content to buy on a more or 
hand-to-mouth basis. The forward 
market is now a little quieter and 
is likely to remain so until the fur 
ther contracts made under the 
expanded import programme arrive
